Military College 


The following is a summary of tho rulos 
and rogulations for the government of 
the Canadian Military College at Kingston, 
ay published’ in the official Casetfe of Sat- 
urday last: Tho longth of the course of 
instruction will be four years. Cadots en- 
toring will be required to sign roll of 
try, and will be snbjectéd to the Queen's 
rules and regulations, as Hor Majesty's 
Admission to the

College will bo granted to tho successful 
candidates at an Open compotitivo, oxami- 
nation, conducted by oxamipers appointed 
annually by the Governor in Council, as 
provided by law. Boards will be appoint- 
ed by tho Governor in Council jin oach 
Military District to supervise the exami- 
nation of candidates. These boards will 


assomblo for the first oxaminations at the | 


office of the Deputy Adjutant-General, at 
tho headquarters in the several Military 
districts, vi At Victoria, B. C., Winni- 
peg, Manitoba, London, Toronto, Kings- 
ton, Brockville, Montroal, Quebec, Fred- 
ericton, Halifax, and Charlottetown, on 
the fourth of January, 1876. A sword 
will be givon at cach final examination as a 
special reward for excellence of conduct. 
Each cadet will be required to provide him 
self with such articlos of uniform as boots, 
personal clothing, hooks, instrumonts and 
apparatus aa’ may bo determined. Ho will 
bo provided froo of expense with barrack 


and will. be required to pay in advance, 
* previous to joining, a contribution of $200; 
each subsequent year, $150. These sums 
Will be accounted for annually to theeadet. 
Any surplus will bo carriod to his credit 
__ towards his noxt annual contribution, In 
the case of a cadet who is absent a whole 
term, on account of sickiess or rustication, 
“a payment of $50 shall be required of him 
for the privilego of bis name boing kept on 
the rolla. “An allowance for travelling ex- 
penses at the rate of fuar conts a mile for 
the numbor of miles beyound five hundred 
necessarily travelled between the head 
quarters of the military district in which 
+ he resides, and the College dues will bo 
paid toeach Cadot at the time he is-first 
adinitted,andasimilar allowanco for travel- 
ling expenses to the headquarters of the 
samo military district willbo paid to gach 
such Cadet who has satisfactorily passed 
his final examination at the College.

The Death of Blucher, 


No Frenchman will over fory 
name of Blucher, tho Prussian feats 
battlo of Waterloo, English to gain. the 

Blucher, discontented with everything 
and everybody, left’ France dune ihe 
the autumn of the same year he had unter- 
ed Paris. Angered by haying been: re- 
duced to inactivity, he retired’ to one of 
his numerous country seats, where he soon 
bee: 4 prey to a profound melancholy 
the causo of whic no one secmed to know. 
Ho was also subject to attacks of dropsy 
uflictod with inflammation of the lane, 
the danger of which lo considered. more 
imminent than it really was, He could not 
bear to remain in obscurity ; and solitude 

ardedas bodily torment ; aud so great 
was the inquiotude which ‘his state of 
| health gaye rise to, thatthe sof Pru 
sia departed for Kricblowitz, immodintely 
alter easing Bo the old gonoral had often 
expr n desire to y i 
before his death, ohn or a 
At tho ead of tho 
ed yt the castlo, and v 
| to tho apartment ccupied by Blicher, 
| Who was then séy ity years old. ‘he 
royal visitor found himself in a Jnrgo, dark 
room, the old-fashioned furniture of which 
added greatly to the melancholy aspect of 
the place. Divers arms and trophies of the 
© Were hanging upon the walla. The 
| old general, enyoloped in a largo bearskin, 
was seated in an antique oaken arm-chair 7 
and the only light by which his wan 
features could be discerned was that of the 
| fire which burned on the hearth. 
| On perceiving the King, he made an of- 
fort to rise to reccive him ; but the mon- 
arch told him to remain seated, and, taking 
his hand in his own, he sat down by his 
side, Blucher made s sign to his attond- 
ants that he desired to be alone with the 
King, and every one retired. Thon, rais- 
ing himself up, with evident pain, from his 
half-reclining posture, he broke the silence 
| i ire, I besought you to un- 
dertake the journey you have made to 
| Krieblowitz, knowing that you were near, 
assisting at€he annual review of the troops, 
but had you been at Berlin, or even at the 
farthest extremity of Enrope, rather than 
not sec you—dying and all as TY am—l 
would have set out to find you, for I have 
a terrible secret to reveal. But before I 
tell it, look at mo well. Scrutinize the im- 
pression of my countenance, the features of 
my faco—listen to the tone 6f my voice, 
and pay attention to the order of my ideas ! 
Assure yourself that I am in full possession 
of my reason, and that Thave not become 
mad. at times, T ask myself if I am 
not an idiot, who mistakes the dreams of « 
night for events of years gone by. 

“But no,” continuéd he, as he drew 
from his breast a gold bracelet; “no, all is 
true, all is real, and IT’ can donbt nothing. 
Listen to me,sire. When the seven years’ 
war broke, out, in 1756, my father, who 
dwelt in his mansion at Gross-Renzow,aent 
me and one of my brothers toa relation of 
ours, the Princess Kraswisk, who lived in 
the island of Rugen. T was then fourteon 
years old, and, after haying passed some 
| time in the old fortress without hearing any

my. During a whole year f resisted all 
porsuasio# to that effect, and at last I ob- 
tained my liberty by enlisting asa bugler 
in the Black Hussars.. I, however, man- 
aged to procure a few months’ furlough, for 
sixtecn years had passed away since I last 
heard from my family, but my mind was 
constantly harrassed with fearful thoughts 
as to what had become of my mother and 
sisters. I at last started for Gross-Renzow 
and on my way found all the country near 
Mecklenburg in a dreadful ravaged state. 
As the carriage I was in moyéd but slowly 
and with great difficulty over the rocky 
road leading to my ancestors’ domains, I 
abaiidoned it, and ‘ continned my réute on 
horseback, accompanied by a seryint-man.

Wintering Foals. 


The season is now approaching when the 
prooer treatment of spring foals, during 
the winter season, is an important question 
for tho consideration of the breeder, and 
to this end we suggest the following 
na embodying tho result of long and suc- 
cesiful oxperionce. It maybe set down asa 
well-settled point that they should be well 
kept and protected from the storms of 
winter, but this does not imply that they 
should be constantly housed up and pam- 
pered with Hoating grain. Like aN othor 
young and growing animals, they require 
an abundance offresh air and exercise, 
and should have free opportunity of in- 
dulging in the gambols, and frolics, “and 
faces to which, their naturo prompts them, 
and whichis so essential in order to dis- 
tend the lungs, swell the veins, invigorate 
tho entire system, and make a hardy, 
healthy, active horse. Give muscle” and 
bone forming food in abundance, but foed 
corn sparingly, and, if at all, only in the 
collest weather, A few oats, bran, hay 
and carrots, will make a colt grow ; 
and exorcise, with protection from 
ssvere storms, will keep him healthy. 
If it is indispensable that he should'run out |

We require nother Finance Minister like 
Sir Francis Hincks to look after these affairs 
and tiot allow the tax-payers to be plunder- 
edin this way. Banks aro powerful both 
in and ont of Parliament, and the present 
Finaneo Minister fears to measure swords 
with them, consequently the country will 
necessarily suffer while this weak man re- 
mains at the head of the Finance Depart- 
ment. P

 Ifchange for a $5 bill be required, a man 
may walk from shop to shop until he is 
tired before he can get it, because the banks 
willnot give them out, as they make no 
profit on the circulation.

The Eastern Question. 


The London Times of the 19th inst., in 
ws leader discusses the question of the Turk- 
ishinsurrection. Itsaysthat the , Sultan 
cannot save Herzegovina, Lt is as fairly 
out of his grasp as if destiny had ‘settled it 
by a conference between the Powers. 
Peace can be brought about only by the 
extinction of Turkish authority, but if the 
listurbed Provinces were once in the safe | 
keeping of Austria, the Powers might tako | 
leisurely asurvey of the sitdation, and 
provide for tho necessities of the future.

Mr, Fisnt moved, seconded by Mr, Aylea 
worth, that the large number of convictions to 
the gaol of the County of Hastings for petty 
crimes and for vagrancy requires 2ome onacte 
ment whereby the parties committed may bo 
put at hard dabor on the streets of Belleville. 
Bovit therefore resolved that Thos, Wills, 
Eaq,, member for the West Riding, in connec- — 
tion with Messrs, Boulter and Appleby, be 
requested to bring the matter under the con- 
sideration of the Government with a yiow to 
the amendmentof the Act in reference to com. _ 
mitments to gaol, in order, if practicable, to
